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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1-17 are allowed over the prior art of record. The following is an 
examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art Pietraski ( US 
2004/0142698) teaches a method of improving performance through channel quality 
prediction for system employing link adaption techniques includes deriving a channel 
quality indicator , and measuring channel quality indicator and compared and predict 
for the future time (see abstract). 

On the other hand, the present application specifically teaches calculating an 
effective code rate based on the received channel quality indicator report: when a 
number of parallel multi-codes of the channel quality indicator report exceeds a number 
of multi-codes available for transmission calculating new estimates for the effective 
code rate, and the transport block size, based on a ratio of the number of multi-codes of 
the channel quality indicator report and the number of multi-codes available for 
transmission, and executing link adaptation based on new estimates for the effective 
code rate, and the transport block size. This limitation, in conjunction with all other 
limitation, has not been disclosed , taught or made obvious over prior art of record.
